HE figurines catalogued in this volume were found at Sdeucia on the 



A 1'igris in the excavations conducted during the seasons 1917, 2® to 
193) 32 by rhe University uf Michigan, the Toledo Museum of Art, and, 
tor the last two seasons, the Cleveland Museum of Art, under the direction 
of Professor Letov Waterman. 1 The majority of them are now in the 
Museum of Classical Archaeology ut the University of Michigan, and the 
mil are divided between the Cleveland and Toledo Museums of Art and 
the Iraq Museum in Baghdad- They have nor been published previously, 
except for brief mention m the Preliminary kt parti 

This volume has been prepared under rile auspices of the Institute of 
Archaeological Research of the University of Michigan, 10 the members 
of which 1 wish to express my thanks fur the privilege of studying and pub¬ 
lishing the figurines and for their cooperation throughout. To Professors 
Campbell 1 Bonner and j G* Winter I owe especial gratitude Tot their 
kindly interest and for helpful suggestions on many points. 

Because I was not present at the excavations and because the field 
records were not always complete, it would have been particularly difficult 
to understand the material had it not been for the readiness of various 
members of the staff to luinisli information. Professor Waterman allowed 
some uf his personal notes to fie used; Dr. N. C, Debevoise, now uf the 
Oriental Institute, provided helpful data about the site and made many 
suggestions about bibliography and Parthian history and art. Dr. R. H, 
McDowell, of the University of Michigan, was exceptionally generous with 
his rime in explaining historical and chronological matters in connection 
with the site, and this volume owes much to the many stimulating dis¬ 
cussions I have had with him: he also gave me information about the 
1936/37 campaign on the site. It is a source of great regret that I was 
unable to examine personally some six hundred of the figurines, which re¬ 
mained in l he haq Museum lit Baghdad. However, Miss Winifred S meat on 
«l Atm Arbor, who was in Iraq, undertook the exacting task uf making 
detailed descriptions and sketches of those that had not been photo-

tines found on rlic site, witli data about their technique and proveniencr, and 
references to similar or identical types of the Settmcid and Parthian periods 
from other sites It was deemed impossible to publish a photograph of 
evert, item in the Catalogue, hut an aftempi has been made to illustrate all 
the important types, though limited funds prevented the inclusion of some 
interesting variants and of detail and rear views. So far as possible, eonrro- 
vtrsial material has been excluded from the Catalogue and relegated to 
the Introduction. The form of the Catalogue has been dictated in some 
measure by the usage of the senes in which the book is published and by the 
need for economy Because of delays m publication and lot other reasons 
quire beyond my control the Bibliography and references have had to stand, 
with a few minor exceptions, as they were in rhe summer of 193$, 

In the Tm reduction it has been my aim merely to summjrile rhe es¬ 
sential facts with regard to the technique, types, chronologc, and interpre¬ 
tation of tiic figurines, to point out ways in which the group Tram Seleuria 
furnishes new or contradictory evidence, and to suggest connections with 
o<het sites and problems which other investigators may be able to solve. 

Many of the statements made in the Introduction mint be regarded as 
tentative. \ comparatively small area of the city ul Sdeucia lias been ex¬ 
cavated so far, and the Sekueid level has been touched in only a few small 
seer ions. Until much mute has Wen uncovered it will W impossible to 
determine how typical of the site as a whole I rial 1 renvh 4 and Block It 
are. and what arc the relationships between rhe material of the Sckueid 
atul of the Parthian periods. A beginning was made toward a more com¬ 
plete investigation of the site during 1 lie reason of 1^6 57 by another 
expedition sponsored by rlic University «f Michigan, with Professor Hop- 
kins us director. Other campaigns in Mesopotamia. Persia, and Syria are 
constantly discovering figurines of iliesc late periods and considering them 
with increased undent a ruling- in rhe Win word to his Spanish ftomuiu-qut 
Sculpture the late Professor A Kingsley Porter wrote: "While: rlic world 
marvels, and rightly, at what archaeology can reconstruct, it forgets what 
has been forever Inst, anil the ntcvstiuy incompleteness of even final ac¬ 
complishments. The best books written twenty or even ten years ago ate 
now out of date I'here can be little doubt that what we do today wilt 
seem equally quaint to an even near future."

I XT R O D U CT [ ON 

A. Figurines w the Self t cip and Parthian Periods 

F 1 Gt : RINKS of the Scleudtl and Parrhian periods from Mesopotamia, 1 
Syria, and Persia have until recently shared five neglect suffered by .ill 
objects of relatively late periods Though a few .m b figurines were noticed 
along with those of other epochs in the reports nit excavations 3 they re¬ 
ceived Jar less, attention rhan did statuettes of the third to first iiiitfeiniia 
h,l\ This neglect was not entirely due to lack of interest. Jn a region where 
types persist unchanged lot hundreds of years and where the stylistic 
evolution of minor objects does not always follow that of larger sculpture, 
it is no wonder that the later figurines were sometimes confused with earlier 
ones : However, as early as 1S55 Lofuu recognized certain types as 
Parthian. 1 A number of Selcucul and Parthian types from HabvIonia were 
published, along with earlier material, in accounts of collections in thin 
count n and abroad, J and .1 few wc-tc fnctiiionud in nfliei conn erf ions." 

During tlu past few years several factors have contributed to an in¬ 
creased interest in rhe hglirmes of the Seleucid and Parthian periods. As 
knowledge of more widelv studied fields has grown, a desire to fill in the 
gaps has led to a more careful consideration uf the course of late classical 
art, particularly in the provinces, and of the sources of the Christian art of 
the East. 1 The growing enthusiasm for Persian arr, fostered in part by the

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exhibition of 1931 at Burlington House and by the activities of the American 
Institute for Persian An and Archaeology, and the search for its roots have 
led backward through the Sasanian to the Parthian period. The renewal of 
excavations at Kish by the Field Museum -Oxford University expedition, 
at Walk a by the Germans, and various campaigns on hitherto uninveal i- 
gated silts have uncovered new material excavated according to modem 
methods, 1 The excavation of Dura by Vale University and the French 
Academy of Inscriptions and Letter? has brought to light sculpture, pann¬ 
ing, and minor objects of the Parthian period which have prompted article? 
by Rosrovt^cff * and Hopkins J that offer fruitful suggestions for the fur¬ 
ther study of Parthian art. 

So far as the author knows, the first discussion of Parthian figurine? 
alone is von diet Oaten's article on a few alabaster and bronze statuette? 
in private collections in New York.* Tile publication* in 19^0, of Mrs. 
Van Bureti's Clay FigurttUf oj Babylonia and dnyna and of Legrain's 
Ttrra-C&ttiti frum \ipput made hitherto scattered and partially unpub¬ 
lished material available in convenient form, In Mrs. Van Buten's book, 
the late figurines are treated as painstakingly as the earlier ones, all the 
available bibliographical material on them is collected* and a foundation 
is laid for further study. 1, 

li. The Figurines from Seleucl* 

The need for making a careful study of the various local artistic de¬ 
velopments during the Parthian period before any true estimate of Par¬ 
thian art can be obtained has been stressed by Professor Rostovtzeff.* lr 
i? in affording material for such a study that the importance of the figurines 
from Sclcuci.i lies, lhcy are the first large group of figurines of the St> 
Icucid and Parthian periods from a single site to be published. 1 It most be

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confessed that many of them are quite without aesthetic appeal and that 
most of them are shocking examples of craftsmanship. But by their very 
numbets they permit a more thorough classification of types than has 
hitherto been possible, and as reflections, however remote, of the larger 
sculpture of rheir period they should contribute something to an under¬ 
standing of the art of the Parthian period in Mesopotamia. 

b'ivy seasons of excavation at Sckucia yielded about three thousand of 
them, including over nut hundred and fifty of the hitherto father tan- bone 
figurines and nearly a hundred of alabaster, marble, and plaster. Most of 
them are assignable, with certain limitations. 1 to definite levels of occupa¬ 
tion. R\ far the greatest number of the figurines come from the two areas 
which were called by the excavators Inal 1 rench 4 and Block B, The 
former was probably a temple precinct, in the two upper levels at least. 1 
and the latter was primarily a residential district,* In both areas lour 
levels of occupation couUI be distinguished, the lowest Seieucid and the 
other three Parthian/ 1 The trial trenches and pottery pits dug here and 
rhere on ihe sue produced a few figurines, which have been included in the 
Catalogue even though they cmdd not be assigned to levels corresponding 
to those of the two larger areas.* Similarly, some specimens found on the 
surface in various parrs of the site were thought to lie worth including on 
their own merirs. 

There is no reason to suppose that the figurines were nor made on the 
site, with the possible exception of a few which appear to be of different 
clay or in a different style,* So Far no figurine workshops have been found, 
and only a few moulds have been discovered; from one of the latter a 
figurine excavated on rhe site may have been cast (Nos. [74, 175). It is to 
1st hoped that definite proof of the local manufact ure of the figurines can be 
established during future campaigns by the finding of a factory and by the 
analysis of unfired and fired clays from the vicinity.

1 he majority of the figurines are assignable to one of these four levels, 
hgurincs found on rhe surface may, of course, have belonged to any one 
of the levels.' It is a recognised fact that in an ancient site objects tend 10 
work up and down from on* level to another * This is particularly true 
of Mesopotamian sites, where rhe mud brick of which the walk were cuii- 
strm ted is apt to revert to mud, which oilers little resistance to migrating 
objects. Small objects are probably more mobile than large ones; at 
Si kucia coins of every level were found in each level. 

The skeptical may ask whether the level in which a figurine was found 
has, then, any significance. Vertamb the finding of a single example of a 
type in a given level is no proof that it was made during lhat period of oc¬ 
cupancy, But when a number of examples of the same type are found in 
a given level, then it seems reasonable to suppose that rhev were made and 
used during that period. 

Jn many ways the chronological sequence of the group catalogued here 
is disappointing, and the conclusions to W drawn from it are less illuminat¬ 
ing than was to be hoped No ftgprmw were found closely associated with 
coins 01 in a context which permitted dating them within a period of a few 
years. In this connection it must he remembered that an object from Level 
HI, for instance, may be more nearly eomemporaneous wirh one from 
Level II than hh object from The bottom is wirh one from the top of 
Level III, Hypes which are represented by a number of example do nut 
confine themselves neatly to a single level, but are found in two ( , f three.

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or sometimes even four, levels, It would, be difficult to insist. on the basis 
of the evidence presented in this Catalogue, that Greet types and a Hel¬ 
lenistic Greek style predominated in the earlier levels, and what we tinder* 
stand as Parthian types and Style in thi later ones. This persistence of 
types and styles inay he explained in part by the nature of thi artifact* 
with which we arc dealing. They were not works of art per sc, hut objects 
made to serve some use: votive, apotropaic, amusing, or decorative. If 
votive or iipotropaic, they were apt to he subject to the conservatism which 
so often characterizes religious art. Often they must have been symbols of 
something greater, sketchily suggesting rather than deliberately imitating 
latgt-i statues or more ambitious and more painstakingU made statuettes. 
The men who made them were nor as .1 rule artists or skilled craftsmen, but 
rather laborers, who must have filled the moulds, emptied them, pared rhe 
seams, and added lime wash and color as mechanically as a modem factory 
worker performs his cask at 4 machine , 1 

A relatively small area of Level fV was uncovered, so that the evidence 
from the Scleucid period rs largely negative. Until more of this level has 
been excavated it will not be possible to say with any certainty what types 
and derails appear for the first time in rhe Parthian period 1 

Fewer tenacotta figurines were found in Level I than in Levels U and 
111 . Perhaps this is to be explained by the wearing away of the surface of 
the mound and the consequent destruction of objects in the upper layers 
of soil. However* a larger proportion of the bone and alabaster figurines 
comes from Levels H and I than from Level 111 / This makes one wonder 
whether the terracotta figurines became less popular toward rhe end of 
■ he Parthian period, while the alabaster and bone figurines came into greater 
use, and whether these figurines, even though never so numerous as those of 
clay, are not perhaps more typical <if the Panluan period. 

Alabaster figurines like the ones from Sdcucia have been dated in rhe 
SeleiJcid and early Parthian periods by most wnters, because of their de¬ 
pendence on Hellenistic models . 1 But of over a hundred found at Sdcilda 
only eight came from Level III, and the rest were found in Level* If and 
1 ; that is, the majority of them are of the first and second centuries a.i> 
It seems hardly possible that this phenomenon ts due entirely to the chance 
working up of the alabaster figurines from the earlier 10 (he later levels,

combination of these two techniques. Tilt-re are only a few completely 
handmade figurines, notably die male figures, Nos. 237-240 (PJ. XMN 
MS); the riders, No* 435-437 (PI XXX. 219); and the beads. Nos, nzt, 
1219-1224 PI. I.XV, 467* Ph LXV III, 494 495); tliev preserve the tradi¬ 
tion of the earliest known figurines of the region. 

In the simplest of rhe mouklmadc figurines the wet day was pressed 
into a single mould, which gave the impression of one side of the figure 
only, usually the front. In the form which Mrs. Van Ruien call? a “tongue 
relief" a rather wide margin of day w as left around rhe edge as a back¬ 
ground, #0 that the figure itself appears to be in low relief (Xu. 2. Pi !, 2). 
In some of the tongue reliefs the background was cut away to, ot neatly ro, 
the outline of the figure, though occasionally a little of it was left at’ rhe 
luck and waistline, where the danger ot breakage won Id be greatest (No, 1, 
Pi.

The color of the fired clay varies considerably; it may be a 1 airly dark, 
reddish brown, or various shades of reddish or pinkish butt; less Frequently 
it is a yellowish buff which contains no red; still more rarely it has a greenish 
tone, similar to that often seen in Corinthian clay. Usually llic surface is 
of a different tone, paler, and as a rule somewhat yellower- This must he 
caused by a coating of more finely levigated clay, which is probably a slip 
in the usual sense nf the word, applied with a brush or by dipping, though 
it may sometimes be a mechanical slip, produced by a gathering 011 the 
surface of the finer particles while the day is still wet. I be slip is never so 
distinctly independent and so ensile perceived a layer as is the slip on certain 
types of Greek pottery. In cross section it often appears to be of varying 
depth, as if it had been applied somewhat unevenly or had been absorbed 
in different degrees by tju- petrous body clay.

R Professor Fraser suggests that the reddish and pinkish tones may 
be caused by rhe presence of greater quantities of iron m A, Mr 1 - It. 
Matson. It\. who also examined typical fragments and exp crimen led with 
refiring them, found that the days of various colors are essentially the

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same, so Far as their physical properties are concerned. 1 He believes rhar 
they were probably deposited in the same manner, though they may come 
from different beds, or from different levels or parr* of the same bed. He 
finds that the pinkish tout- is very transient, and that »r disappears when rhe 
fragmirm is refried at a higher temperature; as the temperature is in¬ 
creased rhe day turns brown, ami eventually hi nest ones. According to 
him, this would indicate that, even if the pinkish and reddish tones are 
caused b\ iron, the iron content is relatively low, Oi the red would persist 
in higher trmpermtumd Thus Them reddish tones may have been pro¬ 
duced more bv the particular temperature used in rhe Seleiicia kilns than by 
the chemical composition of the clay. A piece of mud brick from Seleucia, 
when fired under conditions similar to those used for the fragments of 
figurines, showed a fugitive red at low tempera Mire, and as the heat was 
increased it changed to tan, brown, and eventually blucstoned. 

The greenish clay, B, tested considerably harder by Mohs minerat- 
ogical scales than A. One fragment, when it was examined under the 
microscope, showed particles of H norite and of ortltoclasc feldspar, which 
were not present in rite fragments of the A day examined by Mr. Matson. 
Of course, not enough fragments of the tw o types of day have been tested 
to prove definitely that these two minerals were never present in the A 
clay. The greater hardness of R could have been produced by a higher 
firing temperature, which suggests that its lack of reddish color may have 
been caused more by firing temperature rhan by absence of iron. 

Professor Fraser believes that the slip used was made cither of the H 
clay oi of a mixture of A and R; this would account for its cusEomaiy 
paler, yellower tout n Since the number of figurine* made of ft is com¬

Frcqut^uly there is considerable venation in the color of both biscuir 
and slip in a single figurine, variations from pale! to redder and browner 
cones or to gmy I hese are probably to be explained by unevennesses in 
the tiring and cooling processes, for instance, the reddish brown biscut! 
with a dark, grayish interior, which is of fairly frequent occurrence, may 
have been caused, according to Professor Fraser, by a fire which was smoky 
at first and then had oxygen admitted freely or was provided with drier 
wood i lienee the red exterior and the dark interior, which had not been 
reached by the oxidizing proems when the hie w as drawn. When there is 
a reddish or a pink tout throughout, the oxidization process would have 
persisted during the enure period of bring- Where there is a marked varia¬ 
tion from cream or buff to red on the surface, perhaps with a clear lint of 
demarcation between flic two colors {No. 5®f %r H- XXX\ l 262the red 
may have been caused by a tongue of intense Harne coming in contact with 
the surface. 

All the suggestions made in the foregoing paragraphs must be regarded 
as tentative until they can be confirmed or disproved by the examination 
of many more fragments of figurines, and by a comparison of these with 
unbred elavs from the site. 

The bone figurines from Sdeucia are carved either from thin Hat pieces 
of bunt, curved in cross section and used with the concave surface lot the 
back or rhv figure {see No. 1591/1, PL LXXXlll,6lO> or from hollow pieces 
uhich spread at the top and bottom, presumably the leg bones of some 
small animal. 1 Their technique is necessarily that of relief, rather chan of 
sculpture in the round, and incision is freely used- S he grooves are semi¬ 
circular in cross section, as if they had been made with a fine gouge. The 
navels and eyes appear to have been cut with punches ur tubular drills, and 
the holes for attaching the 3rms, with a needle-tiki drill. I he seriate was 
either given a smooth polish or left in its natural state. Traces ol color 
sometimes remain in the grooves. Bright pink, red, and black were used 
in a thoroughly arbitrary fashion on the conventionalized ivp**; No, 
Ifcjaa (PL LXXXVII, 634) is a well-preserved example. On No. 1604 
( PL IX XXV, 620) the nipples were painted red. The womans head. No. 
ttogfPL LX XXV. 62O. has inlaid eyes, and thi ears and noses of the heads. 
Nos. i6i8-i62l (PL XXXVI. fczS-rizq), were pierced, presumably for 
the insertion of mmal ornaments. 

The alabaster figurines were painted in rim same way as the day ones.

III. i'll £ TYPES, THE i ft ME.tMM* AKI? Vt®B ! 

Many of the types from Seleucia art already known from excavations 
on other sites, but some interesting variants and a number of new types 
occur. Also there are a larger proportion and a greater variety of types at 
Greek derivation than have been found, or at least published, from other 
sites in Mesopotamia. This is nor altogether surprising when one con¬ 
siders the number of Greek* who must have lived in the city 1 and its 
probable importance as a center for the dissemination of Greek culture. ‘ 

A great many of the female types mini be representations of, 01 con¬ 
nected with, the cub of the great Oriental goddess of fecundity and love.* 
the worship of whom under many names and in various aspects was almost 
universal in the ancient world.* Almost surely 10 be identified with her 
are rhe representations of * nude woman standing with her arms in one of 
several positions. The Type with clasped hands, which is found among the 
earliest known figurine* from Babylonia* and was very popular in the 
third and second millennia n t.. is represented bv onh two examples from 
Seleucia. To judge from the evidence from other sites, the type was not 
used to any great extent during the itkuttd and Parthian periods, lint 
tin type ft* which the woman presses ot supports her breasts, 7 which also 
was used from the earliest times,* continued in popularity during the later 
periods and was rendered in bone as well as in day. Among the day figu¬ 
rines, Nos, 9-17 (PL l. 4 are to be noted; this particular rendering of 
the subject, linear bur wirh less exaggeration of breasts and hips than is

Handmade male figures like Nos. 237-239 (J’L XVTII, ufi'j may have 
bad an apotropak significanct, if they were hot mere whimsies of the 
coropiast, Ini ugly objects were thought to have pL>wcr to avert evil in¬ 
fluences/ The same significance may have been attached to the various 
types of bow legged dwaifs, presumably gods or demons, some of which ate 
fitted Din as soldier it, perhaps to make them more effective in warding off 
evil. I he Mesopotamian examples of rhis late period are probably in¬ 
fluenced by Egyptian representations of Ptah and Dev,* though similar 
types are found on very early seals. 5 The hands-legged figure is almost 
universal at this perif.nl, but it has been impossible ro find mention of any 
which have holes pierced through the legs from side iu side, after the 
fashion of Not 364-365, (PI. XXV, 176). Such holes could hardly 
have been needed for ventholes, particularly in No. in which a hole is 
left in rhe crotch. It seems possible that they were used* as has been con¬ 
jectured for the similarly placed links in No. 3R7, for the attachment of a 
movable phallus, such mNo. I441, wfijch has a pierced upper end and w hich 
is of a size to fir some ot these examples. I he demons on some of the early 
seals are iihyphallic, and according to ancient beliefs such figures would 
hate additional apocropaii, and magical value 5 The idea rhar the bow- 
legged dwarf had such significance receives additional support from the 
fact that he is used caryatid-fashion on a miniature altar (No, 375, ?}, 
A -^ E (79-180'! and to decorate the conical hast for a seated figure iNm, 
377, PI. XXVI, |8i). 

Other types which m3y have had ;< religious or a magical meaning art 
ihi: musicians and the dancers, who may have been attached to the templt s, 
this is more probable than that they were strictly secular performers/ 
Harpists, lute players, cithansis, and flutists arc found among the earlier 
figurines 01 Mesopotamia, 1 but the costume and rendering of many of tbt 
examples from Sdcuch show ihc influence of Hellenistic Greek types/ 1 *

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The various musical instrument$ represented deserve some comment. 
The harps are of the ancient Assyrian type, without the front piltu of the 
modem karp! but wn-h t he sound box upright and with the bar to which 
the strings are attached at right angles to the bar below. 1 Apparently all 
the Sdeucian citharisrs, with one possible exception (No, 539, Pi XXXVII, 
27 J L are playing the true (iihar^, with a shallow sound chest, the back and 
Front of which were connected by sides or ribs* rarhei than rhe simpler 
lyre 1 chrlys) P with a vaulted back made of P or copied from* a tortoise 
shell; * but since the backs of the figurines are not worked in detail this is 
not absolutely certain. It is to be noted that all the cithanut^ Imld die m- 
scrumem upright, afret the Greek fashion, and not hortzonrally, after the 
Assyrian,® I hrmiphour rhe Catalogue the instrument held by Nos. 546^- 
567 is called a lute, as a generic term applicable to all instruments with a 
vaulted back which were plucked with the finger or plectrum.

XXXVltl, 279) and 553 the neck 
is wider, so that the form is more like that of the Unman pamiaara* a trtbte 
instrument of the lure family, or of rht bass borbiton / 1 The circular de¬ 
pressions which appear or> the sound boxes oi several instm mem* may 
have been intended to represent sound boles. The strings and the pegs; by 
which they were secured and tight umd are never indicated, rim ugh in a 
few ex amp lei (Nos. 560, PI XXXVI 1 T* 2 Bo* 566-567, PL XXXIX, 284) 
a slight projection may represent the bridge. It is remarkable that in every 
instance but two iNW =46 and 555, PI, XXXVIII, 275 and 278) the in- 
suiimt-m ri held across tlu- body iU an angle of about 4 5% with tlu- sound 
box Tearing on or just below the right shoulder, and the left arm dost to 
the side, with the hand grasping the end of the neck. Usually in repre¬

body* 1 Mrs. Van Biireii thinks that the diagonal hold nn-an> that the 
musician has mushed playiog.’ Bui the instrument could be played in rhe 
diagonal position, awkward though it appears to our eyes; in that case 
the right harul, which in the examples from Scleuda is placed on the neck 
a little below the sound box, would he plucking the strings (there are no 
signs- of a plectrum i, and the fingers of the left hand, curling up from below 
near the end of the nerk, would be stopping them. The groups of flutist 
and drummer, tike Nos. 590-60j fRl. XI.I, 297 jOc), were popular during 
the Parthian period, and apparently they are an innovation of that rime.' 
Mrs. Van Huron calls the cylindrical object suspended in front of one of the 
pair a "vase” or ” i mula , '; t l.egrain calls it a "drum or mystical dstc.' 1 
But the position of the hands, which are always on top as if striking the 
object, lends credence to the belief that it is a cl rum. resembling those Car¬ 
ried bv musicians in Assyrian reliefs. The pair of musicians, No, 589 PI. 
XU, 29 6), is a unique type, interesting for its style. 

Particularly noteworthy are the dancers. Nos. 562-567 (R XXXIX, 
282-284} 3, 'd Non, fl °4-612 «PI XLIIx 501 -;oH), for they have nut been 
found on other Mesopotamian sires, so far as I know E 1 he figures have bell- 
shaped bases, finished off at the hip line, with holes at each side, presumably 
for the attachment of movable tegs; there is mother hole through the top 
of the head. None of the examples from Sdeucia were found with their 
movable legs, but examples from other regions ' offer sufficiently convincing 
evidence that legs like Nos. I432-I435 (R LXXIV, 545-546} were attached 
m them originally (PI, XXXIX, 3 ^ 2 , is a recoil* miction f. Since none of the 
bodies and only a very few of the legs were found in I rial French 4, the 
temple area, it seems unlikely that the purpose of these figurine? was pri¬ 
marily votive. With their movable legs they tuuld have been used as dulls 
or as puppets, and the holes in the tops of the heads served either for 
manipulating the legs or for suspension Their movable legs may have 
given them a magical value,* and one can even imagine them hanging here 
and there in the house, decorative anil protective at the same time.

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Types with a more secular connotation are the figures of soldiers and 
horsemen, many of the animals, the rattles, boats, and maHiS The soldiers ( 
may have been children’* toys', though the fact rlur some <>[ them were 
found pn the temple area would support the theory that tJu > were vorivr, 1 
The warriors wearing tunics 1 ami kyrbasiai unit carrying tin oval (laulish 
shield 1 have been called Parthian, but there is nothing distinctively Pai- 
thian about their costume,' In a region where troops of many nationalities 
were present, costumes and armor must have heen inter changed and com¬ 
bined in man; ways, so that Hie figurines represent the generic soldiers of 
the time rather than any specific troops. 

The rider on horsebark is one <>f the commonest types of the Seteund 
and Parthian periods, 1 and the scries from Stdeucia contains examples of 
practically all the types already known from other Hites. Dierc are a good 
many of the separately moulded riders, hitherto quite rare;* No. 464 (PI. 
XXX fl, 234] is interesting because of its svm and the preservation of parr 
of the Saddle; No. 466 (Pi. XXXII, 23M is a new type. A plaque. No. 454 
1 PI. XXXI, jjS), ts remarkable because of its stylistic affinities to tasaman 
reliefs.’ The fact that a number of the riders carry round shields may 
alter a distinction which has been made, on the basis of figurines from Dura, 
between Syro-Parthian and Parthian horsemen,* 1 he belief that the 
riders on horseback were toys "has been countered by the fart that simitar 
figures have been found in the graves of adults as well as of childrtn. 11 ' By 
analogy With votive reliefs depicting horsemen from Dura. Palmvra, and 
Thrace it has been con jectured that some of Hit horsemen represent gods, 11 
The number that were found in Block U would suggest rhat they may have 
served both as playthings and as votive objects.

value,* Models of animats might have been dedicated to intercede for the 
safety of valued domestic animals 1 or n. insure the capture of wild ones in 
the chaise Tilt hulls* legs and the animals' horns which are finished oil' at 
the tops must have had some votive meaning; they were found in large 
numbers, and there are no bodies 01 heads to which they might have been 
joined, 1 

The boats have been explained as receptacles for offerings or for use in 
magical rites, though it seems as if some of them might have been toys. 
If the rattles were designed to be children's playthings, tlu-n the fact that 
they are in the form of busts of the young son of the Mother Goddess would 
give them a certain protective value.' 

Arms, legs, and other parts of the body have generally been called 
votive, bin it must he mm-inhered that many of the examples of arms, 
Legs, hands, and feet with finished tops were once attached, hy means of 
plaster or bitumen, to tin: bodies of figurines. However, the woman’s bust. 
No, 144c t PI. LXXIV, and some of the phalli’] may have been votive 7 
Also votive ate rht rircular medallions with fruits and fish in relief, the 
basket* of fruit , and possibly the models of shields 

Parthian graves on Mesopotamian sites have yielded many marks, 
which supposedly were used for their apotropaiV qualities " At $ clench 
a number tvere found in Bloch B; there are masks of women and men. 
huth Greek and Oriental in type, of grotesque old nun, of children, and 
types derived hum the Greek comic and tragic masks To judge from their 
provenience they would seem to have been used for decorating the rooms of 
houses, though perhaps with an added ipotropate significance 

There is a long list of types, some of them represented by mils one or 
two examples, which follow* Greek prototypes more or less closely. Of 1 lie 
gods, Aphrodite is seen in a number of the poses which were popular in 
Hrlknotie times: unveiling herself, arranging her hair, and crouching. 
Whether the Greek goddess of love was merged hy the inhabitants of Se-

f lie uses 10 which rhe Figurines were put have been suggested in the 
discussions of die various types, but a few words may be said by way of 
summary. Some authorities believe that all the types had a religious pur¬ 
pose, votive, apotropak\ or 3 mu let tc.* But the fact that so many were 
found in the residential section at Seteucia perhaps weakens the religious 
theory a little. One would suspect that there were household shrines m 
many of rhe rooms, and probably even private chapels bene and there 
throughout the block/ which would account fot die presence of mam of 
the types. Some of them, however, may have been used for decoration. 
Certain figurine* of draped women, fur example* arid the various mule and 
female Greek lypea may have been used as uite the Sevres porcelain 
statuettes of -1 latrf day Perhaps a copy, be if ever m remote, of a Fanagra 
hgurim- ujs felt to lend an air of cosmopolitan sophistication to a Sdcudan 
house. Of course, it is always possible that objects used primarily lor 
decoration hud also a magic or an apdtropaic connotation; such might he 
the masks and any amusingly grotesque figures, f igurines of the Mother 
Goddess and of tier son* of the Greet; Aphrodite* ^nd of ll ros would be appro¬ 
priate adornments for the rooms of young girk nr of newly married couples 
rn insure luck in love or offspring, just as simitar subject matter was used 
in che paintings on bridal chests of the Italian Renaissance. At Selcui ia 
a ml ebewherc the bone figurines of the nude goddess and of the squatting

as has been suggested. Most of them have a tiny hole in back near the top 
of the cone, which would nor be required for a venthole because the figurine 
was open at the bottom; Koidcwcy has suggested that they were used as 
incense burners and that the holt allowed the smoke to escape.’

His thyrsus* fire sprang op on an altai in front, and figures of Bacchantes 
danced around the temple. A similar desire to give lifelike potency to 
figures destined for votive or amuktic uses may have led the Scleudan 
coroplatits ro provide some of the larger figurines with heads and hands of 
alabaster and wigs of bitumen and plaster, although oT course dolls today 
ace made more “rear 1 by wigs and eyelashes of human hair and by eves 
that open and close, 

|'util literary evidence or more definite information flora excavations 
is available, it is perhaps best to assume that any given t ype of figurine may 
have served a variety of purposes. The compliests took their ideas Imm 
types which were known to them from various sources, native and foreign, 
some of them perhaps handed down in their workshops fur generations 
Unc may assume that the heterogeneous population of Srlciictu bought thr 
ftnished products at no great expense and sometimes used them as religious 
Tradition dictated, but sometimes as personal rasre or current fashion 
suggested.* 

One use all types had in common. After they had been broken past 
repair and discarded or after they had been abandoned for other reasons, 
the fragments found their way into the mud used lor making bricks, to 
serve as stiffening and filling. This may have been intentional - or it 
may have come about because the mud bricks were made from debris 
which included discarded figurines and potsherd* as well as ruined walls of 
ta rlur buildings on the same site. In the mud-brick walls of Block R 
fragments of almost every type were found; PI. XL\ 111 , 3+T, shows such

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IV. COSTUME 

The costumes <T the figurines from Sdtuck art as varied ami cosmopoli¬ 
tan as the Types Many of the women wear the Greet costumes of the 
period: the short and the long chiton, unbelted or belted, with or without 
aprjptygma and kalpos; the peptos; and the himation. One of the most 
frequent combinations is that of the long, full chiton, presumably k-Sted, 
with a voluminous himation, which is wrapped around the body so as to 
cover all but the hein of the chiton and has one corner thrown hack over 
the left shoulder; as a rule, the .urns are completely muffled in thr folds, 
and the himation is pulled up over the head. The fashion is distinctly 
Greek, and it is found frequently among the terracottas from Tanagia. 
Myrina, and Egypt from the fourth century B.C- «n,' as well as in larger 
sculpture. 1 At Stic tick it was frequently combined with a local form of 
headdress, the two-knobbed coiffure. ‘ 

A long belted garment which is worn by some of the women appears to 
be a cut-arid-sewed affair unlike the Greek chiton. Sometimes as on No, 
tic PI. VIII, 61}, it is sleeveless, with a deep V neck. Sometimes it ha* 
short tight sleeves and a very open neckline cut in front to a Jeep square- 
t-nded V which partly deposes ' lit breasts and in hack to a wide V (Nos, 
657-658, PI. XI,IV, jiy-330). Dm appears to be a local Babylonian 
costume of the period; ' also Oriental, but used in a wider area, is the 
long-sleeved tunic with a shallow V-shaped neckline and a fairly wide belt 
which iv wum by some of flic reclining figures. This is usually accompanied 
In a large cloak, like the Greek himation in shape but worn in a different 
way, fastened on the shoulders by circular brooches and arranged to cover 
thr back anti to wrap around the legs 1X0, 673, PI, XI.V, 323). s 

Many of the men wear classical costume: the short chiton, usually 
belted, worn in the regular fashion oTtxomu: the lumation and the smaller 
cbkinvs. Sometimes the himation is wrapped around the body, *0 that 
the light arm is muffled in its, tiinglike folds, in tin- fashion of the portrait 
statues of Greek orators and statesmen of the third century u.c. and later. 
Sometimes the himation or the chlamys is draped scarf-fashion over the 
nude body. Some of the young boys wear a very small chlamys, which

thian period.' In effect it is similar t<> the masculine hairdres*. itself per¬ 
haps derived from an earlier Assyrian form, in which rhe shoutder-leiigt li 
bait puffs out on each side of the face* 

A handress which lias somewhat the same appearance iri front view is 
found on several of the vmithhil female heads and on the heads of young 
hoys and girls, Jn it the hair is arranged in a roll which extends fiom ear 
to ear behind, is thicker in the middle, and tapers to the ends. In the 
larger and more carefully worked examples (No, 773, | 5 | h, 35$) there is a 
rosette at each end of the toll, which suggests thai rhe roll may have been 
made of ialse hair and attached by means of pins in or behind rhe rosettes. 
1 he roll is usually covered with an incised rvimilate pattern, rather than 
worked ro simulate strands of hair In one instance No. 993, PI. LX, 4^t>- 
43O) a braid is carried from under the roll at the nape to the back of the 
diadem. 

Occasionally the women wear their hair in a single braid down the 
hack, a fashion which may have come from Achaetmenld Persia, where it 
was general. 1 Sometimes the actual plaiting is not indicated, this may 
he the result of a more summary modeling of the back or the hgure, or it 
may mean that the hair wan bound with a cloth, jk Arab women wear it 
today. 1 Or her lemalc figurines from this region have a similar hraidless 
pigtail.' 

Among exceptional types of feminine hairdress No. $97 1 P|, J \ H. 
may be noted, in which heavy braids are wound around rhe bead. 

With the two knob bed and the shoulder-length hairdtestes, as well as 
with the naptr-knotted, a diadem or heavy wreath is often worn. 

Many of the men who wear the nomad costume have a hairdress which 
is nor unlike the “long bob" of recent fashion among women, The hair is 
cur rt» shoulder length and left loose [u frontal view it is often represented 
as two great bunches on either side of the face* recalling the luordress of 
some of the Lings on Parthian roins, though on the figurines u is never 
rendered in so stylized a manner. This manner of arranging the hair is not 
so very different I rout the ancient Assyrian fashion, though in the latter the 
ends are more rightly curled. It resvm Wes also the halrdmsofthe Scythians, 
who likewise wear the nomad costume, and it atit input vs a Sasanian 
fashion. None of the figurine* from Seleucia, with the possible exception 
of a Jfmdt figure. No. 650 PI. XI.IV, 317;, have on top of the head the 
knob of hair which appears in conjunction with puffs at the sides or* some

Besides the short haircut which is found on both Greek and Oriental 
male types, there are several varieties of braided or pi fit at led coiffures. 
Dwarfs, riders, and soldiers wear a Hny pigtail, sometimes represented as an 
actual braid and sometimes, as on rhe women referred to on page 3#, merely 
as a tapering mass of hair. A group of heads, Nos. 1157-1161 (PI. LXV, 
47' 475N fairly Greek in facial type, shows a braid which instead of begin¬ 
ning at the nape of the neck in 1 lie usual way begins at the occiput, and ends 
at the shoulders. In No, i tjcy it is an actual braid: in No. 1157 the braid 
itself is not indicated, cither because of summary modeling or because rhe 
hair is covered by .1 doth which is held in plact bv iht wreath. 

The rliree-puinted headdress, which sometimes looks like hair and some¬ 
times more like a cap, that js worn by many of the children lias been called 
Parthian, and it is interpreted in various ways, as an actual cap * or as a 
combination of the kyrbasia with two leaves of an ivy wreathe It may be 
that it, like the two-knobbed headdress, is developed from a current Hel¬ 
lenistic fashion or convention. In heads such as No. 13 IJ I PI bXXI, 520) 
the hair is brushed into curls or tufts over each ear and the center of rhe 
forehead. in No. 1516 tl«- cuds have been stylized into triangular points, 
in No. t tat (PI I,XXI, 521) the points have become knobs: in Nos 1322 
anti 1323 fPl, I.XXI, 522-523) these knobs arc greatly exaggerated. 

The commonest adornments for tile head are a diadem and a thick 
wreath. In the mure carefully worked examples the surface of this wreath 
is covered with tiny circular depressions, irregularly placed 1referred to in 
thr Catalogue as stippling), and usually the wreath is bound with broad 
ribbons at rhe front and sides. Only rarely in the method of attachment to 
the head indicated, but m No 932 (PI. LVIII, 416; ir is very dear that 
ribbons are attached to, or emerge from, the center of each end of the 
cylinder, to tie the wreath to the bead. There is no deli nit c chic as to the 
material of which the wreath is made, but the type in question probably 
started as a conventionalization of the wreath of leaves and flowers or 
berries such as is frequently found in Greek and Roman sculpture-* The 
stippled depressions on the surface are common to such wreaths on ter¬ 
racottas Irom Greece, Asia Minor, Egypt, and the Cyrcnaica in flic Hel¬ 
lenistic period- It is to be noted that these wreaths have points of similarity

Wreaths like 
them in paintings in Scythian tombs ate similarly explained by Minus.’ 
Though such wreaths were undoubtedly popular in Parthian lands and 
times, they can hardly be regarded as distinctively Parthian, since they 
were used in so mart} regions. 1 They have been variously interpreted: as 
funerary because of rheir appearance on the walls of tombs and in scenes <>i 
funerary banquets, and on reclining figurines of the types associated with 
burials; anti as having some connection with ritual and sacrifice.' I hit 
since they are worn bv women* men, Erotrt, mid children, it would seem as 
if they rnusr sometimes have been merely festive. 

The kvrbasia ibmh!ti< tn modern Persian! has been regarded as char- 
act eristic idly Persian ever since the fifth century «.e.* Whatever may have 
been its origin, its use was widespread throughout Western Wa ami Asia 
Minor by the Hellenistic period. Riders, soldiers, children, and reclining 
female figures from Seleiicia wear it. Oddly enough, it is not found on 
any of file figures which might br priests, though one supposed votary 
wears it (No. 3,03. PI. XXI. i^y). 7 

The kauria, worn bv kings on some of the Parthian coins 4 and sealings,’ 
appears also on a number of the riders, though in these figurines n certainly 
is not a mark of the Selcttrid period. 1 " 

Whether the pointed cap on many of the figurines is derived from the 
Sak;t cap' nr from Persia 1 * is a question; very likely the taller variety, 
worn by the pnesflike figures* by musicians, children* and dwarfs, t> the 
Persian type, and the smaller cap of a few of the riders is the Sat a type.

The botlc figurines from Sdcucia arc* with a few exceptions, of rypts 
already known fmm Parthian levels on other sices in Babylonia, 11 But, 
like the day figurines, rhev have received scant notice fmm excavators,

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who wetr interested in earlier material. Indeed it is altogether possible 
that some of the more conventionalized types, particularly when they were 
fragmentary, were not recognized as figurines.* The various types have 
generally been called Parthian , 3 but no attempts have been made to date 
them within that period. Therefore the chief value of the group from Si- 
It-iiru lies in the fact 1 hat the numerous examples of each type can be as¬ 
signed to levels and dated within certain limits. 

h»r the most part these hone figurines represent either nude- female 
figures or squatting boys. It would seem as if the former must he repre* 
scutartons of the .Mother Goddess because of the attitude of some, with 
(he hands on 1 he hreasrs. and because of the s re atopy gy of the more natu¬ 
ralistic examples and the way in which the triangle is emphasized. The 
squatting boys wear the three-pointed headdress, which has been associated 
with the young god Tammuz. 1 In an example in the University Museum* 
Philadelphia, the boy is placed on top of a shaft which springs from 4 
woman's head, so that the mother and the son ate closely associated. 1 

The female figures, both those with hands on their breasts and those 
with articulated arms, are modeled with varying degrees of naturalism. 
Nos- 1591 a <iml b fPi. LXXXJLl, 609-610) and No. 1605 f PL LXXXV, 
fi2i) are examples of the least linear type; on Nos 150m and b rhe arms 
art- disproportionately short, particularly on b t where rlu- breasts are not 
modeled. It is in tens ting to see bow the forms of the body were adapted 
to the concavity of the bone in the back. No. tbo^ (PI. LXXXV, 620} is 
less linear than some are, but there are two deep grooves at the base of the 
abdomen, ami a single deep groove, in which arc traces of pink, at the base 
of the neck; the nipples are painicd red. In No, 1592 (PL T,XXXJII, 611- 
btzj a fretr use is made of incision to render anatomical detail: chc fore¬ 
arms and hands are a series of slanting lines; two parallel lines below and 
concave t.t tht navel indicate the abdominal muscles; deep grooves mark 
off the groin and rhe division between the legs; little mangles suggest the 
kneecaps; slanting 01 cross-hatched lines pattern the bait, with its high 
conical or rounding topknot. The heads art unnaturally long. Tht unduly 
thick necks may have been designed 10 avoid rhe danger of breakage -it 
this point, but the horizontal creases are a usual feature not only of (he 
bone figurines from Seleucia but of those of terracotta and alabaster as 
well,* Even more conventionalized is No. (595 1 l 1 !- LXXXI 1 I, 614), in

I lit parrs in highest relief give the feet rhe appearance 
of being turned down, as they are on some reliefs and gralhit of the Par¬ 
thian period.’ 

Outnumbering by far the more or less naturalistic types arc the very 
conventionalized ones, which arc carved from thin solid pieces of bone or 
from hollow pitots which spread at the top and bottom, presumably the 
lea bones of some small animal Ar tirsr glanct it may serm fantastic to 
connect such grotesque objects as the ones figured in l't LXXXV II, t>14^ 
with the representations of tint Mother Goddess, but there are transitional 
forms which should make the link clear. Attention has already been called 
to tht conventionalized figure, No. 1595, with a cross where the “hands" 
meet on the chest and with u less pronounced curve of the lines in the 
lower part of the torso In No. 16160 <PJ. LXXXV, 626) the amis have 
become raised bands, and the cross on the chest is more evident; there are 
groups of parallel lines around the neck and below the arms, und the eyes 
art punch-cut. From this it is indy a step to the highly conventionalized 
types, which usually, though not always, have holes cur in tht sides for the 
insertion of sikklike arms, preserved only 111 tare instances (Nos. iGjoa 
and i t Pj. LXXXV 11 , 633J. In tracing the connection between (lit- levs 
and the more convent km a lized types ir is not meant to imply that there is 
any chronological evolution, for as a matter of fact the conventionalized 
types are more numerous in the earlier levels and the naturalistic ones in 
the later levels. The heads of sonic of the larger hollow figurine* art quire 
elaborately worked; No. i6i* (PI. LXXXVI, 62M) has .1 braid of hair down 
the back, and the nose and cars arc pierced, presumably for the addition of 
metal nose rings and earrings A 

In the figures of squatting boys the hands arc placed on the chest. 
The arms are rendered as in the female types, and the style of rhe lace and 
the deep grooves in rhe neck arc rhe same. The confusion of lines m the 
luwer part of the figure is intended to represent the li ft leg drawn up and 
the right leg tucked under the body, a position found in many of the day

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figurines of children. 1 Cut the effort of translating from plastic to linear 
form appears to have been too much for rhe artists' powers. Two examples 
of the type from Seleuda, one in alahastvt ami the other in marble, have 
the same linear technique and confused rendering of the limbs .Nos. t68o- 
t68i. PL XCl, 660-661). One of rhe bone boys from Stleucis wears a tall 
pointed cap, and the others wear the three-pointed headdress. 

A few of the more naturalistic Mother Goddess types from Sdeucta 
appear to he hermaphroditic I No 1594, I*L LXXXUT, 613. and No. 
i^CjW and ”, J’l. LXXXIV, '119). But m view of the somewhat conven¬ 
tionalized modeling it is possible that rhe artist was attempting to empha¬ 
size the female sexual parts. 5 However, the faer rhat No. 1594 wears the 
three-pointed headdress, which is so frequent in tli<' representation* of 
young hoys and rarely, if ever, worn by women, strengthens the argument 
rhat in these figures there is a confusion of sex. Similar figurines from other 
sites also wear the three-pointed headdress and have been published as 
hermaphroditic.' Such a confusion of sex has been remarked by Lcgrain 
in connection with the hone figurines of squatting hoys in rhe University 
Museum. Philadelphia.* 

The reclining youth. No 1637 PI. LXXXY1I, 638-639), and the nude 
standing figure. No. 1636 PI LXNNVH. 636-637), Jr e without exact 
parallels at Selotld? or elsewhere. The former must have some connection 
with Attys; the latter, because of his three-pointed headdress, may repre¬ 
sent Tamrnuz. The object in his left hand is not clear; in his right he 
holds what may he a flask, or possibly a dumbbell-shaped object, similar to 
the one in the left hand of Konon in the Dura fresco.* 

All the bone figurines found at Seleucia are from the three upper, that 
is, rhe three Parthian, levels; none were found in the Seleucid level.* All 
examples of the type m which the woman stands with her hands on her 
breasts were found in Level II or in Level la. The figures with articulated 
■1 mis are all from Level H or I, with one possible exccpTirm, which may be 
from Level II!, 1 he squatting boys belong stylistically to the same group 
as do the two female types just mentioned, and they too are all from Levels

I lie few temple 
figurines of the transitional type, with raised hands at shoulder height, -tie 
from Levels HI and II The majority of the conventionalized type, 
whether carved from solid or from hollow pu ces of bone, were found in 
Levels 111 and II, though a few came from Level 1 Tints it is apparent 
that the highly conventionalized types, which were in use throughout the 
Parthian period, while seemingly evolved from, or at least suggested by, 
the more naturalistic ones, were used practical[y to the exclusion of the 
latter in the earliest Parthian level and outnumbered them in the second, 
but were less widely used m the tirsi or latest level. In other words, the 
trend would seem to have been toward, rather Than away from, naturalism 
in this particular class of figurines. 

A female figure. No. 1596 (PL LXXXIU. 615), is interesting because 
the a nun wore found with it; they have been fastened on again in the 
photograph. The provision for separate, movable arm.', on these figures, 
and for inserted, though not movable, ones On the more conventionalized 
types has naturally ted to die belief that they were dolls, though some 
authorities have given them a dteper meaning, votive, funerary, or magical. 1 

The provenience of rhe examples from Seleucia would appear to support 
the theory that they were dolls' Urdy seven were found in graves, and 
these seven were distributed among four out of a total number of two 
hundred and thirty-four graves opened during the course of the excavation*, 
an indication that 3t Sek-ucia at least such figurines were not primarily of 
funerary significance. In every cast- in which a bone figurim? can surely be 
connected wiib *1 burial the grave or vault contained one or more skeletons 
of children, and (he figurines are thus most easily explained as toys. Only 
three bone figurines were found in the temple area; the rest were found in 
Riotk R, which in every level was a residential section, it is interesting 
that a number of tlit- nude women, with hands nn breasts and with articu¬ 
lated arms, and one squatting hoy were found together in one of the 
H-itn:±11 rooms- (I, ttj at the edge of thr. block, which might have been a 
shop. 

The arguments for an aching a more than secular meaning to figures 
with movable parts have already been given. 1 I he obvious similarity of 
t ht* less ctinvfmionalbed types to terracotta representations oft lie Mother 
Goddess is another point in favor of assigning a religious rignificunce to 
these types. It is possible, however, that the carvers of bone figurines 
applied the same conventions for depicting the nude female form to dolis

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as to figures tk-ifiner! for other purposes. An analog} can bt found in 
certain Boeotian "dotl^' in which the fertility aspect is stressed.' 

Though most of the bone figurines were excavated in a residential area, 
it must not he forgotten that throughout that area there must have been 
many private chapels ami household shrines. In this connection an ex¬ 
amination of the context in which the figurines were discovered shows that 
certain types of terracotta and alabaster figurines are found quite regularly 
in the same rooms with hone figurines, and certain other types never occur 
in them. In general, the types associated with the hnnt figurines are those 
which are the most Oriental and which are the most tilcptv to have had south- 
religious or magical significance: the standing or seated boy with the 
three-pointed headdress iTiimnut?!, the priestlike figures, jar carriers and 
musicians who may be temple attendants, dwarfs, redining figures, riders 
on horseback, and occasionally birds and animals. All tfiesf types would 
have been appropriate adornments for household shrines. The types which - 
are never associated with the bone figurines are of two softs: the clas¬ 
sical figures such as Athene, Aphrodite. Herat;les. and Eros, and rise various 
male and female types in Greek costume; and the day examples of the 
Mother Goddess types, including both the nude figures with hands on the 
breasts or at the sides and the groups of a woman holding or suckling a 
child. T his prompts the suggestion that the bone figurines may sometimes 
have been used as substitutes for terracottas which had the saute signifi¬ 
cance. 

't he bone figurines from Sc kite is and those from other Babylonian sites 
form a homogeneous group. Whether these types were used ro any extent 
at any great distance from Baby Ionia is a question which can hardly be 
answered on the basis of the scanty evidence available at present. Identical 
types Iuve been found at Susa,' and two of the conventionalized figurines, 
with the sticlclike arms preserved, were unearthed recently at Chat a I 
Hiivnk-' But the draped female figures from Dura published bv Kos- 
rovtzdf 1 and other unpublished figurines from that site are quite different 
from any of tlu- known rypes From Babylonia. 

It is tempting to think of these bone figurines as a development of the 
Barr Juan period, particularly since there is no conclusive evidence that any 
of the published examples From other sites are of an earlier dal* How¬ 
ever. the evidence from Seleucia is somewhat negative .it present because 
so little of the fielcvuid level lias been excavated. In rhis connection it

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VI. STi't-E AND RELATIONS WITH TARTU IAN ART 

What contributions Jo the riguriuts from Sdcticjn make to our knowl¬ 
edge of Parthian art: 1 They ate an ample demonstration, if attnthcr 
one is needed, of the eclecticism of the period. Two principal currents can 
be distinguished in their sta I tv: the plastic, winch represents the Greek, 
anti the linear, which represents rhe Oriental, traditions In this respect, 
as well as in the types employed and in many derails of costume and render- 
ine, the group from Seleueia is closely allied to the figurines of the Selcudd 
and Parthian periods from other sites in Babylonia and Assyria. To judge . 
from rhe available published material, rite Sclemrin figurine* exhibit a 
slightl> higher level of artistic attainment and more Greek influence than 
do the figurines from any of the other sires, with the possible exception of 
Babylon. The same phentutitnrm has been noted in connection with the 
seal impressions from Seleueia, and it may be accounted for by the large 
percentage of Greeks in the popular Kin.* The Greek types from Seleueia 
appear to be more closely allied to terracottas from Myiiua and other site* 
in Asia Minor than m tfloat from the Greek mainland, and they also show 
some striking parallels with Greek types from Egypt.' 

Tn the Oriental types certain stylistic tendencies are evident. The 
firsi of these is an almost universal predilection for ic present! tig standing 
and seated figure* in a strictly frontal position, with the torso held ngidly 
crecr. Such an adherence to the so-called law of frontality is of course by 
no means conhned to this particular period and region; it is an outstanding 
characteristic of archaic sculpture everywhere and of Oriental sculpture in 
general. Mesopotamian figurine* show a predilection for it throughout 
their history, as a glance through the illustrations in Mrs. Van IJurenT 
catalogue will show I hut it i* so persistent in rhr figurines from Seleueia 
is probably due to several causes: the Oriental nature of the site and many

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of the inhabitants; Hie innate conservatism of iibjt'ct& which were often 
intended for religious or magical use; the feeble technical am! artistic 
ability of the workers who made them; even* in the ease of some of the 
bone figurines, the nature of the material, whirl* imposed an uncomplicated 
position. At Scleuth as elsewhere the current adherence to thr frontal 
position affected some of the types derived from classical sources, such a* 
the Athene Niki*, No. 142 (FI. XI, 77b and the man in military costume, 
No. 413 1 PI, XXIX, 203). Even among the Greek types there are very- 
few which show any great amount of plurifaciality; the dancing (?) figure*, 
like No. 138 (Ft. X, 75-741, the seated athlete, No. 295 ( 1 * 1 . XX, 136-1371, 
and the pugilists, New 419-426 (FI. XXIX, 207-211), arc among the out¬ 
standing examples. 

Front alky has rightly been called one of the principal characteristics of 
Parthian art, 1 but it is by no means exclusively Parthian. m>r was it used 
to the exclusion of freer poses in the region,J an of the Part hi jo period ; 
bate classical and Early Christian sculpture t-verywhi;ic was tending re* 
waul an increasing use of the frontal pose. 

In any discussion of front*Ur. it tnusi be Lwmc in mind thar there is a 
difference between this term as ir is applied to sculpture m the round, as 
m the preceding paragraphs, and as it is applied to relief sculpture and to 
painting. In the latter another sort of front all ry is found, m which figures 
that normally would br represented in profile or three-quarter view are 
turned wholly or partly ro the front. Relief sculpture from Dura and 
Palmy ra and paintings from Dura show this type of frontalirv At Stlt-ucia 
relatively few terracotta plaques have been found, but of these few about 
half show It< mi alky and half do not Among the groups in the round of 
riders rm horseback, however, the riders who wear the nomad costume turn 
so that rorso and head are m frontal view-, t he horse being in profile to ibt 
right, while in the older Mesopotamian, partly handmade types the riders 
face forward to the horse s head and thus are seen m profile, like their 
mounts. In the reclining figures the same Tendency to twist the torso 
around into frontal view- is found. 

Also to be noted is the tendency t» shut-ten unduly the thighs of seated 
figures, such as No. 100 (PJ, VII, 53). and the left forearms of reclining 
figures, such as No 632 | FI. XLIII, 313). This, together with rhi dtibltke 
feet that art so common,* is probably the fault of an imperfect understanding 
of the laws of foreshortening and «f rhe workman s carelessness, rather 
than the result of intent.

Again, the linear style has been called Parthian/ hut p like the preference 
for frontality, it is by no means exclusively that Linearization, Harness, 
and the patternizing of a surface are found in Oriental art from the earliest 
times, and in the first few’ centuries of the Christian Era they begin to re¬ 
place the plastic style throughout the Mediterranean world and the Near 
East." To the Greek lands which had employed the plastic, illusfonbtic 
style for a number of centuries the lineai style came as something of an 
innovation; in the East it was simply a rcvtr&ion to* or a continuation of* 
a deeply rooted native tradition.

So in the figurines from Seleuvta we find very little that can In- called 
Parthian exclusivt-h Probably ir is unfair m attempt to learn much about 
Parthian ait from figurines, which may not have been a form of expression 
so essentially Parthian as, for instance, decorative stucco work/ particu¬ 
larly when the figurines come from such a site as Stlcucia. i hey were made 
primarily for. ami presumably by, the native and rhe Greek inhabitants of 
the city, and hence were more likely to retain their original Oriental and 
Greek chaiafter in subject matter and style, and to show the influence of 
the Parthian conqueror* only in minor details 

With these reservations in mind, possible Parthian elements in the 
figurines may be considered. It may be that a preference for bone and 
alabaster for media, as against terracotta, is a reflection of Parthian taste. 1 
Certain types appear to he more Parthian than others,' 0 The i iders, though 
a subject which has a long native history m Babylonia, show m certain 
types traits which wt may believe to be Parthian, such as Front ality and

Hu- Parthian infill cute 
on the art oi Baby Ionian ^ekucia. as on thaf ol other sites, must have been 
chiefly selective; J as Oiicntak and nomads the conquerors gave added im¬ 
pulse ro the Tendencies of the time toward a fiat, linear, frontal stylcj 1 old 
tendencies rhac were emerging again after a brief pmod of Western in- 
llucnce The very fact that there ate such striking differences, despite 
many parallels, between Hie an of Srkucta and other Babylonian sites and 
that of Syrian Dura and Palmyra is a demonstration of the strength of 
rce merging native tradition during the Parthian period- Ibis stylistic 
movement in the laud* under Parthian rule is but one part of a larger move¬ 
ment which wa$ taking place throughout the Mediterranean area and the 
Neat Ease; the art of Graeco-Roman ami Coptic Egy pt affords an excel¬

Fiut sn far a* any new contributions to artistic trtyk ar+: concerned, it is 
difficult on the basis at present knowledge to credit the Parthian* with any 
great originality.
